The Bishop with the Clergy, Choir, and others being 
assembled at the place, the Bishop shall say: 

In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost Amen.

Our Father. 

Then shall be said 

Psalm 48. Magnus Dominus. 

Great is the Lord, and highly to be praised : in the 
city of our God, even upon his holy hill. 

2 The hill of Sion is a fair place, and the joy of 
the whole earth : upon the north side lieth the city of 
the great King; God is well known in her palaces as 
a sure refuge. 

3 For lo, the kings of the earth : are gathered, and 
gone by together. 

4 They marvelled to see such things : they were 
astonished, and suddenly cast down. 

5 Fear came there upon them, and sorrow : as upon 
a woman in her travail. 

6 Thou shalt break the ships of the sea : through 
the east-wind. 
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7 Like as we have heard, so have we seen in the city 
of the Lord of hosts, in the city of our God : God up- 
holdeth the same for ever. 

8 We wait for thy loving-kindness, O God : in the 
midst of thy temple. 

9 O God, according to thy Name, so is thy praise 
unto the world's end : thy right hand is full of right- 
eousness. 

10 Let the mount Sion rejoice, and the daughter 
of Judah be glad : because of thy judgments. 

11 Walk about Sion, and go round about her : and 
tell the towers thereof. 

12 Mark well her bulwarks, set up her houses : that 
ye may tell them that come after. 

13 For this God is our God for ever and ever : lie 
shall be our guide unto death. 

Glory be. 

After which the following Lesson shall be read: 

Ezra i. 1-6. 

Then may be sung a hymn. 
Then the Bishop shall say: 

Forasmuch as devout and faithful men have taken 
in hand to build on this place a House to be dedicated 
to the glory of God (and in honor of His servant 

Saint ), wherein the Gospel shall be truly preached, 

the Sacraments duly administered, and the service of 
Prayer and Praise ever offered, in this and coming 
generations, let us ask the blessing of Almighty God 
upon this undertaking. 

Let us pray. 

O Almighty God, whom the heavens and the earth 
cannot contain; yet who humblest Thyself to dwell 
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with Thy Church here on earth; Mercifully grant that 
all evil may be far from this place whereon we are 
about to build a house for Thy honor and worship. 
Bless this ground now to be broken for this holy pur- 
pose, and let Thy benediction rest upon all materials 
to be used here, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 

O Almighty God, who hast taught us that what- 
soever we do whether in word or in deed we shall do it in 
the Name of Thy Blessed Son Jesus Christ ; Mercifully 
receive us coming to Thee in His Name. Hear our 
prayers and vouchsafe to bless, consecrate and hallow 
this ground, upon which we purpose to build a Church 
to Thy glory and for Thy worship, and grant that all 
who shall serve at Thy Altar therein, and they who 
shall in it receive the ministry of The Word and Sacra- 
ments according to Thine ordinance, may love Thee 
with all their heart and mind and soul and strength, 
and, fortified by Thy gifts, may serve Thee faithfully 
unto their life's end, through the same Thy Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the Bishop standing at the site of the Altar 
of the Church, remove the first shovel of earth, 
saying : 

In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost, I break the ground for this Church, 
and may the Lord bring our undertaking to a prosper- 
ous end. Amen. 

The Rector and other Clergy or Church Officers present 
may also remove earth, each one as he does so say- 
ing : 

In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost Amen. 
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Then shall be said 

Psalm 122. Lcetatus sum, 

1 was glad when they said unto me : We will go 
into the house of the Lord. 

2 Our feet shall stand in thy gates : O Jerusalem. 

3 Jerusalem is built as a city : that is at unity in 
itself. 

4 For thither the tribes go up, even the tribes of 
the Lord : to testify unto Israel, to give thanks unto 
the Name of the Lord. 

5 For there is the seat of judgment : even the seat 
of the house of David. 

6 O pray for the peace of Jerusalem : they shall 
prosper that love thee. 

7 Peace be within thy walls : and plenteousness 
within thy palaces. 

8 For my brethren and companions' sakes : I will 
wish thee prosperity. 

9 Yea, because of the house of the Lord our God : 
I will seek to do thee good. 

Glory be. 

Let us pray. 

1. The Collect of the Saint whose name the Church 

will bear. 

2. Accept, we pray Thee, O Lord, the service of this 
day. Let Thy continued blessing rest upon the work 
now begun. Put it into the hearts of Thy servants to 
give liberally for the building and maintenance of this 

Church (of Saint ). Watch over all those who 

shall take part in the work, that they may be preserved 
from all danger and accident. Give us all thankful 
hearts that we may ever praise Thee for all Thy good- 
ness to us, through Thy Son our Lord, who with Thee 
and the Holy Ghost liveth and reigneth God for ever 
and ever. Amen. 
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Then may be sung a Hymn of thanksgiving during 
which shall be collected the offerings made by those 
present for the building. 

The Te Deum Laudamus may then be sung. 

The Benediction. 



Note. — If the Bishop be not present the service 
shall be taken by the Rector of the Parish. 

If so desired the first shovel of earth may be moved by 
the donor of the Church or other layman, the Rec- 
tor and Clergy following as appointed.

THE ORDER FOR 

LAYING THE FOUNDATION STONE OR 
CORNERSTONE OF A CHURCH 

While the Bishop, or Priest by him appointed, with the 
Clergy and Choir, shall proceed to the place where 
the Foundation Stone is to be laid, a Hymn may 
be sung. 

All things being disposed in order for the Laying of 
the Stone, the Bishop shall say: 

Dearly beloved in the Lord, we are gathered to- 
gether here to lay the Foundation Stone of a building 
which we humbly trust may in due time be consecrated 
as a House of God. 

And first, let us praise God's Holy Name for the 
mercy and goodness with which He has so far pros- 
pered our work; and let us further devoutly pray that 
He will, of His good Providence, bless all who in any 
way help forward its completion; that He will protect 
from danger those who may be engaged in the build- 
ing : and that He will send His blessing upon our un- 
dertaking. 

Let us pray. 

We yield Thee hearty thanks, most merciful Father, 
for that Thou hast blessed and forwarded the work of 
our hands hitherto : accept the praises that we offer 
unto Thee from true and grateful hearts, that rejoic- 
ing in Thy goodness we may be accepted of Thee, and 
this holy place may be filled from its beginning with 
the spirit of thankfulness and loving homage, to Thy 
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honor and glory, who livest and reignest God for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

Then shall be read the Lesson. 

Ezra iii. 10-11; or Zech. iv. 6-10; or 1 Cor. iii. 
10-15. 

Then shall be said or sung: 

V. O give thanks unto the Lord, for He is gracious : 

R. For His mercy endureth for ever. 

V. O give thanks unto the God of all gods : 

R. For His mercy endureth for ever. 

V. Glory be to the Father, and to the Son : and to 
the Holy Ghost. 

R. give thanks unto the Lord, for He is gracious : 
for His mercy endureth for ever. 

Lord, have mercy upon us. 

Christ, have mercy upon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 

Our Father. 

V. Behold I lay in Sion a chief Cornerstone, elect, 
precious : 

R. And he that believeth on Him shall not be con- 
founded. 

V. The Stone which the builders refused: 

R. I 8 become the Headstone of the corner. 

V. This is the Lord's doing: 

R. And it is marvellous in our eyes. 

V. Other foundation can no man lay than that is 
laid : 

R. Which is Jesus Christ. 
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Then shall the Bishop say: 
The Lord be with you. 
Answer. And with thy spirit. 

Let us pray. 

O Almighty Lord God, who although the heaven of 
heavens cannot contain Thee, yet dost vouchsafe to 
dwell with Thy Church here on earth ; Visit, we beseech 
Thee, with Thy loving kindness, this place whereon we 
lay the foundations of a house to the praise and honor 
of Thy Holy Name. Let it not be profaned by impiety 
or put to common use, and as Thou didst fulfil the 
devotion of Thy servant David through the labors of 
his son, so likewise grant that our desire may be ac- 
complished, that Thy servants may see Thy work, and 
their children Thy glory; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord, who liveth and reigneth with Thee and the Holy 
Ghost, ever one God, world without end. Amen. 

Then the Bishop, laying his hand upon the Stone, 

shall say: 

O Lord Jesus Christ, Son of the living God, who 
art the brightness of the Father's Glory, and the ex- 
press image of His Person, the one Foundation, and 
the chief Cornerstone ; Bless what we do now in laying 
this Stone in Thy name, and be Thou, we beseech Thee, 
the beginning, the increase, and the consummation of 
this our work, which is undertaken to the glory of Thy 
Name, who with the Father and the Holy Spirit livest 
and reignest, one God, world without end. Amen. 

Then, all things being made ready, he shall lay the 
stone, striking it three times, with these words: 

In the faith of Jesus Christ we place this Founda- 
tion Stone, in the Name of God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost. Amen. 
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Then shall the Bishop say : 

Here let the true faith and fear of God, with bro- 
therly love, ever abide; and may this place now set 
apart with prayer, and with the invocation and praise 
of the Most Holy Name, be evermore the Temple of 
the Most High God; through Jesus Christ our Lord, 
who with the Father and the Holy Spirit liveth and 
reigneth, one God, world without end. Amen. 

Then shall he said: 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son : and to the 
Holy Ghost; 

As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall 
be : world without end. Amen. 

Let us pray. 

Almighty and everlasting God, by whose Spirit the 
whole body of the Church is governed and sanctified; 
Receive our supplications and prayers, which we offer 
before Thee for all estates of men in Thy Holy Church, 
especially for those who have given of their substance 
to this good work; that every member of the same, in 
his vocation and ministry, may truly and godly serve 
Thee; through our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Amen. 

O God, who art the shield and defense of Thy people, 
be ever at hand, we beseech Thee, to protect and suc- 
cor the builders of this house; keep them in their labor 
from all sin and prof aneness, and shelter them from 
all accident and peril, that the work which, through 
Thy mercy, hath now been begun, may by their labor 
be brought to a happy end, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 
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Then shall the Bishop speak to the people : after which 
a Hymn may be sung and the offerings of the 
people be collected. The Bishop shall then say the 
following prayers: 

Direct us, O Lord, in all our doings, with Thy most 
gracious favor, and further us with Thy continual 
help ; that in all our works begun, continued, and ended 
in thee, we may glorify Thy holy Name, and finally, 
by Thy mercy, obtain everlasting life; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

O Almighty God, who hast built Thy Church upon 
the foundation of the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus 
Christ Himself being the head cornerstone; Grant, us 
so to be joined together in unity of spirit by their doc- 
trine, that we may be made an holy temple acceptable 
unto Thee; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Lord bless you and keep you; the Lord make 
His face to shine upon you and be gracious unto you; 
the Lord lift up His countenance upon you, and give 
you peace, now and for evermore. Amen. 



III. 

THE ORDER FOR THE 

BENEDICTION OF A CHURCH OR CHAPEL 

To be used by the Bishop, or a Priest appointed by him, 
when for any good cause the Church cannot be 
consecrated. A Church thus blessed must however 
be duly consecrated when this shall become pos- 
sible. 

At the appointed time the Bishop with attendant Clergy 
standing before the Altar shall say: 

Psalm 122. Lcetatus sum. 

1 was glad when they said unto me : We will go 
into the house of the Lord. 

2 Our feet shall stand in thy gates : O Jerusalem. 

3 Jerusalem is built as a city : that is at unity in 
itself. 

4 For thither the tribes go up, even the tribes of 
the Lord : to testify unto Israel, to give thanks unto 
the Name of the Lord. 

5 For there is the seat of judgment : even the seat 
of the house of David. 

6 O pray for the peace of Jerusalem : they shall 
prosper that love thee. 

7 Peace be within thy walls : and plenteousness 
within thy palaces. 

8 For my brethren and companions' sakes : I will 
wish thee prosperity. 

9 Yea, because of the house of the Lord our God: 
I will seek to do thee good. 

Glory be. 
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The Bishop then, turning towards the congregation, 

shall say: 

Good people, we have met together at this time to 
bless this Church [Chapel or Building] for the service 
of Almighty God, and the use of His Church. It has 
pleased God to teach us in His Holy Word that such 
dedications are acceptable to Him; we have therefore 
good hope that this our work will be pleasing in His 
sight. Let us therefore lift up our prayers to Him, 
asking that His Blessing may rest upon this place, that 
His Spirit may guide those who shall herein minister 
in His Name, and that those who worship here may 
draw near to Him at all times with reverence and 
godly fear. 

Let us pray. 

The Bishop, followed by the Clergy, Chwrchwardens or 
others, may then pass around the church saying or 
singing 

The Litany. 

If the size or arrangement of the building will not per- 
mit of passing around within, the Bishop shall 
kneel at the Chancel steps attended by two Priests. 

The Litany being said as far as the end of the Lord's 
Prayer, the Bishop standing at the Chancel steps 
shall say the Prayers following: 

Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, who hast ap- 
pointed divers services and ministrations to be per- 
formed in Thy Church; May Thy Holy Spirit guide 
and direct those who minister in this place, and fill the 
hearts of Thy people that they may rightly take their 
part in and profit by the same. 
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Grant that all Thy children born again in Baptism, 
and strengthened by Thy gift in the Laying on of 
Hands, may walk before Thee in newness of life. Give 
to all who in true penitence seek it the Absolution and 
Kemission of their sins. Grant that all who are par- 
takers of the blessed Body and Blood of Thy dear Son 
may receive the Bread of Everlasting Life, and ever 
live in oneness with Him and He with them. Encour- 
age and strengthen all faithful souls by Thy presence, 
that they may continue before Thee in Holiness and 
Righteousness unto their life's end. Amen. 

O Father Beloved, who didst send Thy dear Son to 
preach peace to them that are far off as well as to them 
that are nigh ; Make this place to be a witness for Thee 
and Thy love. Grant that by the preaching of the Gos- 
pel herein many who now know Thee not may hear of 
Thee, and turning with all their hearts to Thee may be 
cleansed from sin, and made partakers of all the gifts 
Thou givest without measure to Thy faithful children. 
Grant this our prayer for the love of Thy dear Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

A General Thanksgiving. 

Almighty God, Father of all mercies, we, Thine un- 
worthy servants, do give Thee most humble and hearty 
thanks for all Thy goodness and loving-kindness to us, 
and to all men. We bless Thee for our creation, pres- 
ervation, and all the blessings of this life; but above 
all, for Thine inestimable love in the redemption of the 
world by our Lord Jesus Christ ; for the means of grace, 
and for the hope of glory. And, we beseech Thee, give 
us that due sense of all Thy mercies, that our hearts 
may be unfeignedly thankful; and that we show forth 
Thy praise, not only with our lips, but in our lives, by 
giving up ourselves to Thy service, and by walking be- 
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fore Thee in holiness and righteousness all our days; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord, to whom, with Thee and 
the Holy Ghost, be all honor and glory, world with- 
out end. Amen. 

The Grace.

If there be a celebration of the Holy Communion: 

The Collect. 

O Almighty God, who hast built Thy Church upon 
the foundation of the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus 
Christ Himself being the head cornerstone; Grant us 
so to be joined together in unity of spirit by their doc- 
trine, that we may be made an holy temple acceptable 
unto Thee; through Jesus Christ our Lord.

After the Celebration or a Sermon, immediately before 

the final Blessing : 

Let us pray. 

O Lord God, who dost vouchsafe to have Thy dwell- 
ing upon earth in houses built for the worship of Thy 
Name though the heavens and earth cannot contain 
Thee; We beseech Thee that, mindful of the work and 
labor of all Thy Saints, Thou wouldest visit this place 
erected to Thy glory [and in honor of N~\. Cleanse 
it, by Thy grace, from all defilements, and ever keep it 
pure and without spot; And as Thou didst crown the 
pious desires of David Thy servant in the work of Sol- 
omon his son, so do Thou of Thy great goodness fulfil 
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our mind in driving hence all spiritual wickedness; 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, to whom with Thee and 
the Holy Ghost be all honor and glory, world without 
end. Amen, 

Blessed be Thy Name, O Lord God, that it hath 
pleased Thee, by Thy good Spirit, to put into the hearts 
of Thy servants the desire to erect this House to Thy 
honor and worship. Bless them, O Lord, their families 
and their substance, and accept the work of their 
hands; and grant, we beseech Thee, that all who shall 
enjoy the benefit of this pious work, may show forth 
their thankfulness by making a right use thereof, to 
the glory of Thy blessed Name; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen.

THE ORDER FOR 

THE RE-OPENING OF A RESTORED CHURCH 

The Bishop is received at the entrance of the Restored 
Church, or of the Churchyard, by the Minister and 
the Churchwardens, and proceeds with the Clergy, 
the Churchwardens and others towards the Holy 
Table, Psalm cxviii. 19-29 being said or sung as 
follows: 

Open me the gates of righteousness : that I may go 
into them, and give thanks unto the Lord. 

This is the gate of the Lord : the righteous shall 
enter into it. 

I will thank thee, for thou hast heard me : and art 
become my salvation. 

The same stone which the builders refused : is be- 
come the head-stone in the corner. 

This is the Lord's doing : and it is marvellous in 
our eyes. 

This is the day which the Lord hath made : we will 
rejoice and be glad in it. 

Help me now, O Lord : O Lord, send us now pros- 
perity. 

Blessed be he that cometh in the Name of the Lord : 
we have wished you good luck, ye that are of the house 
of the Lord. 

God is the Lord, who hath showed us light : bind 
the sacrifice with cords, yea, even unto the horns of the 
altar. 

Thou art my God, and I will thank thee : thou art 
my God, and I will praise thee. 

O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is gracious : 
and his mercy endureth for ever. 

Glory be. 
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Then shall the Bishop, standing in the Chancel, say 

this prayer, all standing: 

Let us pray. 

We are not worthy, O Lord, to enter into Thy pres- 
ence, for Thou art of purer eyes than to behold evil. 
But Thou, Lord, art merciful and full of compassion. 
Grant that Thine eyes may be upon us continually as 
we enter into this Thine house, and that all our 
thoughts and words may be hallowed by Thy presence. 
Let Thy Holy Spirit be within us, and Thy holy angels 
be with us and about us, that in all our ways we may 
glorify Thy name, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

Then shall the Bishop, standing at the Holy Table, and 

turning to the people, say: 

Dearly beloved in the Lord, we are gathered together 
to-day to render humble and hearty thanks to Almighty 
God for His goodness in prospering the work of the 
Restoration of this Church, and to implore the contin- 
uance of His favor and blessing upon it 

After this shall be sung, all still kneeling, the following 

Hymn: 

Come, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire. 

Then the Bishop shall say: 

O most blessed Saviour, who in the days of Thy 
earthly Ministry, by Thy gracious presence at the Feast 
of Dedication, didst approve and honor such service as 
this which we are now offering unto Thee; Be present 
with us by Thy Holy Spirit; and because holiness be- 
cometh Thine House for ever, sanctify us, we pray 
Thee, that we may be living Temples, holy and accept- 
able unto Thee; and so dwell in our hearts by faith, 
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and possess our souls by Thy grace, that nothing which 
defileth may enter into us; but that, being cleansed 
from all carnal and corrupt affections, we may ever be 
devoutly given to serve Thee in all good works, who 
art. our Saviour, Lord, and God, blessed for evermore. 
Amen. 

Blessed be Thy Name, O Lord, that it hath pleased 
Thee to put into the hearts of Thy servants to restore 
and adorn this House, for Thy honor and worship, and 
for the ministry of Thy Holy Word and Sacraments. 
Bless them, O Lord, their families, and their sub- 
stance, and accept the work of their hands; remember 
them concerning this; forget not this kindness that 
they have shewed for the House of their God, and for 
the offices thereof; and grant, that all who now or here- 
after shall enjoy the benefit of this pious work, may 
shew forth their thankfulness to Thee for the same, by 
making a right use of it, to the glory of Thy blessed 
Name; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Almighty and everlasting God, by whose Spirit the 
whole body of the Church is governed and sanctified; 
Receive our supplications and prayers, which we offer 
before Thee for all estates of men in Thy holy Church, 
that every member of the same, in his vocation and 
ministry, may truly and godly serve Thee; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

We pray for all Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, par- 
ticularly for those of this Diocese and Parish, that they 
may be always found waiting on their ministry, and 
by their life and doctrine may set forth Thy glory, and 
set forward the salvation of the immortal souls com- 
mitted to their charge ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 
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Now unto the King Eternal, Immortal, and Invis- 
ible, the only wise God, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, be all honor and glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

Here may be sung a Hymn. 

If Morning Prayer is said:

O be joyful in the Lord, all ye lands : serve the 
Lord with gladness, and come before his presence with 
a song. 

2 Be ye sure that the Lord he is God : it is he 
that hath made us, and not we ourselves : we are his 
people, and the sheep of his pasture. 

3 O go your way into his gates with thanksgiving, 
and into his courts with praise : be thankful unto him, 
and speak good of his Name.

THE ORDER FOR THE 

CONSECRATION OF A CEMETERY, OR OF 
AN ADDITION TO A CEMETERY 

The Bishop shall be received at the entrance of the 
Church or Churchyard by the Clergy of the Parish, 
the Churchwardens, and others. Then the Bishop, 
preceded by the Churchwardens, and followed by 
the Clergy, the Choir, and the Congregation, shall 
proceed around the Ground to be Consecrated, say- 
ing or singing one or more of the Psalms follow- 
ing: 

Psalm 23. Dominus regit me. 

The Lord is my shepherd : therefore can I lack 
nothing. 

2 He shall feed me in a green pasture : and lead 
me forth beside the waters of comfort. 

3 He shall convert my soul : and bring me forth 
in the paths of righteousness for his Name's sake. 

4 Yea, though I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, I will fear no evil : for thou art with 
me; thy rod and thy staff comfort me. 

5 Thou shalt prepare a table before me against 
them that trouble me: thou hast anointed my head 
with oil, and my cup shall be full. 

6 But thy loving-kindness and mercy shall follow 
me all the days of my life : and I will dwell in the 
house of the Lord for ever. 

Glory be. 
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Psalm 130. Be profundi*. 

Out of the deep have I called unto thee, O Lord : 
Lord, hear my voice. 

2 O let thine ears consider well : the voice of my 
complaint.

Then shall the Petition for Consecration he presented 
to the Bishop, with the words 

Reverend Father in God, we beg you to consecrate 
this ground for the burial of our dead. 

The Bishop shall cause the Sentence of Consecration to 
he read, and shall sign it, and direct its preserva- 
tion. 

Then shall he declare the Ground consecrated, and hless 

it as follows: 

Good people, by virtue of our sacred office in the 
Church of God, we have now consecrated, and for ever 
set apart from all profane and common uses, this 
ground, to be the resting-place of the dead, until the 
glorious Resurrection at the last day; in the Name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 

The blessing of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost, be ever upon this place, and sanc- 
tify and keep it holy, that it may be a fit resting-place 
for the bodies of His saints, until the day of the Lord 
Jesus, when He shall come to judge the quick and the 
dead. Amen.

[The following prayer may be used when there 
is a Chapel to be consecrated: 

O Lord God, mighty and glorious, and of incom- 
prehensible majesty, Thou fillest heaven and earth with 
the glory of Thy presence, and canst not be contained 
within the narrow walls of any house; Yet forasmuch 
as Thou hast been pleased to declare in Thy holy law, 
that men should put the remembrance of Thy Name

be made according to Thy will may be accepted by Thy 
gracious favor; through Jesus Christ our Lord.

Then shall the Bishop add these Collects: 

O Lord Jesus Christ, who art the Resurrection and 
the life, who by Thy Death hast overcome death, and 
by Thy Rising again hast opened unto us the gate of 
everlasting life, who shalt send Thine angels and 
gather Thine elect from all the ends of the earth ; We 
humbly beseech Thee for all those whose bodies shall 
here be committed to the ground, that they may rest 
in the hope of resurrection to eternal life, through 
Thee, O blessed Lord God, who shalt change our body 
of humiliation that it may be like unto Thy body of 
glory, according to the mighty working whereby Thou 
art able to bring all things into subjection to Thyself: 
who livest and reignest with the Father and the Holy 
Spirit, One God, world without end. Amen. 
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O eternal Lord God, who holdeet all souls in life: 
We beseech Thee to shed forth upon Thy whole Church 
in Paradise and on earth the bright beams of Thy 
light and heavenly comfort, and grant that we, follow- 
ing the good examples of those who have served Thee 
here and are at rest, may with them at length enter 
into Thine unending joy; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

Grant, O Lord, that as we are baptized into the 
death of Thy blessed Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, so 
by continual mortifying our corrupt affections we may 
be buried with Him; and that through the grave, and 
gate of death, we may pass to our joyful resurrection;

Then shall the Bishop dismiss the people with the 

Blessing. 

If there be a Celebration 
The Collect, Epistle, and Gospel shall be: 

Collect. O merciful God, the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the Resurrection and the life; in 
whom whosoever believeth shall live, though he die ; and 
whosoever liveth, and believeth in Him, shall not die 
eternally ; who also hath taught us, by His holy Apostle 
Saint Paul, not to be sorry, as men without hope, for 
those who sleep in Him; We humbly beseech Thee, O 
Father, to raise us from the death of sin unto the life 
of righteousness; that, when we shall depart this life, 
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we may rest in Him ; and that, at the general Resurrec- 
tion in the last day, we may be found acceptable in Thy 
sight ; and receive that blessing, which Thy well-beloved 
Son shall then pronounce to all who love and fear Thee, 
saying, Come, ye blessed children of My Father, receive 
the kingdom prepared for you from the beginning of 
the world. Grant this, we beseech Thee, O merciful 
Father, through Jesus Christ, our Mediator and Re- 
deemer. Amen.

VI. 
FORM FOR THE 

REMOVAL OF THE CONSECRATION OF 

A CHURCH 

The Bishop, Clergy, Churchwardens and other officers, 
with as many other persons as may desire, being 
assembled within the building, a statement shall 
be made declaring the reasons why it is considered 
desirable that the consecration shall be removed 
from it. 

The Bishop shall then say: 

Good people, you have heard the reasons for which 
it is thought well that this church, hitherto consecrated 
and separated from all worldly uses, shall be no longer 
thus continued, but that it shall be taken down and 
moved away \or appropriated to other worldly pur- 
poses]. We, as Bishop of the Diocese [and consecrator 
of the church], have carefully considered these reasons, 
and are persuaded that they are just and right and 
such as will not be displeasing to Almighty God, to 
whom this church was dedicated and given. We be- 
lieve rather that the glory of God and the work of His 
Spiritual Church will be the more promoted by that 
which we are about to do. 

Doubtless there are some to whom the building has 
become endeared by many sacred memories, and to 
whom it may appear that a loss has come, that some- 
thing has passed out of their lives. Such persons will 
be comforted by the assurance that the Presence of 
God, and the consolation of our Holy Religion, are not 
tied to any one place or building. It may well be that 
in the new and perhaps fairer building in which they 
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will hereafter worship, God will increase to them seven- 
fold that with which He has blessed them in this place. 

In determining upon the act of to-day, we have 
taken council with the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, and have as required by the Canons obtained 
their consent. 

We have caused that the Altar hitherto in this 
church should be carefully removed and protected from 
desecration. 

We have also taken proper care that the congrega- 
tion hitherto worshipping in this church shall be duly 
ministered to. 

This being done, and there appearing to be no fur- 
ther hindrance in the way, we do now declare that the 
dedication and consecration placed upon this church 
is now removed therefrom, and it is hereby deprived 
of all rights, immunities and privileges attached to a 
consecrated building. We further direct that this our 
act of to-day and the reasons therefor be entered upon 
the records of the diocese. 

Then shall the Bishop say: 

The Lord be with you. 
And with thy spirit. 

Let us pray. 

Lord, have mercy upon us. 

Christ, have mercy upon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 

Our Father. 

Assist us mercifully, O Lord, in these our supplica- 
tions and prayers, and dispose the way of Thy servants 
towards the attainment of everlasting salvation; that, 
among all the changes and chances of this mortal life, 
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they may ever be defended by Thy most gracious and 
ready help; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

O Almighty God, who alone canst order the unruly 
wills and affections of sinful men; Grant unto Thy 
people, that they may love the thing which Thou com- 
mandest, and desire that which Thou dost promise; 
that so, among the sundry and manifold changes of 
the world, our hearts may surely there be fixed, where 
true joys are to be found; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

The Lord bless us and keep us; the Lord make His 
face to shine upon us and be gracious unto us; the 
Lord lift up His countenance upon us, and give us 
peace. Amen.

FOR THE ADMISSION OF LAY READERS 

TO THEIR OFFICE 

At the appointed time each person to be admitted to 
the Office of Reader shall be presented unto the 
Bishop by a Priest appointed by him, with these 
words : 

Reverend Father in God, I present unto you this 
person to be admitted to the Office of Lay Reader in 
this Diocese. 

Then those who are to be admitted or licensed kneeling 
before the Bishop, he shall stand up and say : 

Almighty and Merciful God, of whose only gift it 
cometh that Thy faithful people do unto Thee true 
and laudable service, look down, we beseech Thee, on 
this Thy servant [or these Thy servants] who is now to 
receive authority from us for his work in Thy Church. 
Pour upon him the abundance of Thy grace; make 
him modest and humble in his ministrations, ready to 
obey those set over him in the Lord, diligent to frame 
and fashion his own life, and the lives of his family, 
according to Thy blessed Word. Grant unto him to 
grow in the knowledge and love of Thy Word, that he 
may minister to the salvation of souls, to the edifica- 
tion of Thy Church, and to the glory of Thy Holy 
Name; so that finally he may have his portion with 
those who have faithfully ministered Thy Word, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

Then the Bishop shall say unto them as followeth : 

Dearly beloved, who are to be admitted as Readers 
in the House of our God, we call upon you to know the 
holiness of that office, and to fulfil it with all reverence 
and godly fear. For our God is a mighty God, who 
will pour down upon you His grace that ye may go on 
to perfection. 

And as ye are set in an high place in the Church, 
that your voice may be heard of all men, so ought ye 
to study to hold an high place likewise in all godly 
conversation, that ye may be models of holy living;

Then shall the Bishop say:

Christ, have mercy upon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 

Our Father. 

O Lord God, Holy Father, vouchsafe to bless these 
Thy servants in their office of Lay Readers, that they 
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may be diligent in reading to Thy people, and may in 
their lives so set forth the beauty of the things they 
read that they may be for examples of holiness in Thy 
Church. Keep them by Thy grace in purity of life, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, who with Thee liveth 
and reigneth in the unity of the Holy Ghost ever One 
God, world without end. Amen, 

Then shall the Bishop bless those present, saying: 

The blessing of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost, be upon you, and remain with you 
for ever. Amen. 

It is desirable that this Service should be used before 
a celebration of the Holy Communion at which the 
Lay Readers shall communicate.

A FORM FOR THE 

SETTING APART OF DEACONESSES 

All things being in readiness, a Priest shall present to 
the Bishop sitting in his chair, near to the Holy 
Table, such as are to be set apart as Deaconesses, 
saying : 

Reverend Father in God, I present unto you these 
women lor this woman], to be set apart to the office 
and work of Deaconess. 

The Bishop. 

Declare, we pray you, unto those who are here gath- 
ered what the office and work of a Deaconess are. 

Then shall the Priest, addressing the People, say; 

Dearly beloved, that it is agreeable to the mind of 
Christ that women should do Him service by offices of 
loving kindness, we gather from St. Paul, who saith 
to the Philippians, Help those women which labored 
with me in the Gospel, and who also commendeth unto 
the Romans one Phoebe, a Deaconess of the Church 
which was at Cenchrea. 

Touching the duty of women set apart to this office 
and ministry, the Canons of the Church affirm that it 
is to assist the Minister in the care of the poor and 
sick, in the religious training of the young and others, 
and in the work of moral reformation. That they may 
be duly appointed to such service, have these women 
come hither. 
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Then shall the Bishop say as followeth: 

Beloved, we have good confidence that they who are 
now presented to be set apart to the office of Deaconess 
are competent thereto, for it hath been so certified unto 
us, as the Canons require, by them whose word we 
trust. Nevertheless, if there be any who can allege 
aught on account of which it is inexpedient that these 
persons be so set apart* let protest be now made openly 
and before all men. 

// no good reason be alleged by any why any should 
not be set apart, the following Lessons shall be read: 

Romans xii. 

Then shall be said or sung : 
Psalm 100 or The Magnificat. 

Psalm 100. Jubilate Deo. 

O be joyful in the Lord, all ye lands : serve the 
Lord with gladness, and come before his presence with 
a song. 

2 Be ye sure that the Lord he is God; it is he that 
hath made us, and not we ourselves : we are his people, 
and the sheep of his pasture. 

3 O go your way into his gates with thanksgiving, 
and into his courts with praise : be thankful unto him, 
and speak good of his Name. 

4 For the Lord is gracious, his mercy is everlast- 
ing : and his truth endureth from generation to gen- 
eration.

Then, all kneeling down, the Bishop shall say : 

Unto Thee lift we up our eyes;

Answer. And as the eyes of a maiden unto the hand 
of her mistress; 

Bishop. Even so our eyes wait upon Thee, O Lord; 

Answer. Until Thou have mercy upon us. 

Bishop. O Lord, have mercy upon us. 

Answer. Have mercy upon us. 

Bishop. O Lord, let Thy mercy lighten upon us ; 

Answer. As our trust is in Thee. 

The Bishop. 

O Eternal God, Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hast in all times accepted and blessed the services 
of holy women; Look mercifully, we beseech Thee, 
upon these Thy servants, about to be set apart to the 
office and work of Deaconess. Protect them in the way 
wherein they go, and grant that in singleness of pur- 
pose and with a willing mind they may worthily accom- 
plish the task committed to them, to Thy glory and to 
the praise of Thy Christ, to whom with Thee, O Father, 
and Thee, O Holy Ghost, be glory and worship for 
ever and ever. Amen. 

Then shall the Bishop ask of them the following ques- 
tions, to which each candidate shall answer for 
herself: 

Dearly beloved in the Lord, who are minded to take 
upon you this service in the Church of God, have you 
duly considered how weighty an undertaking this is, 
and are you prepared with a willing mind to take upon 
you this office of ministering to the suffering and 
needy, and in all humility and godly submission to 
help the Ministers' of God's Word and Sacraments? 

Answer. I have so considered it, and will do so by 
the help of God. 
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Bishop. Will you be obedient to those who are over 
you in the Lord, cheerfully and faithfully performing 
the service that shall be appointed to you? 
Answer. I will by the help of God. 
Bishop. Inasmuch as this office is not to be lightly 
undertaken, is it your desire to give yourself to the 
work of the Lord as a Deaconess in singleness of heart? 
Answer. I desire to do so by the help of God. 
* 
Then shall the Candidate kneel, and the Bishop 

shall say: 

Almighty God, who hath called you to serve Him in 
this holy life, give you the power to fulfil this your ser- 
vice acceptably, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the Bishop lay his hands upon the head of 
the person to be made Deaconess, saying: 

God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Ghost, 
bless, preserve, and sanctify you; and so endow you 
with all faith, wisdom, and humility, that you may 
serve before Him to the glory of His great Name, and 
to the benefit of His Church and people ; and make you 
faithful unto death, and give you the crown of ever- 
lasting life. Amen. 

N. or M., I admit thee to the office of Deaconess, in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. A men. 

Let us pray. 

O God, who didst teach the hearts of Thy faithful 
people, by sending to them the light of Thy Holy 
Spirit; Grant unto this Thy servant by the same Spirit 
to perceive and know what things she ought to do, 
and to have grace and strength evermore to do the 
same; direct her in all times of doubt and perplexity; 
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strengthen her to bear the trial of her faith and pa- 
tience ; comfort her in times of sorrow ; cheer her when 
faint and weary in the way. May Thy love, abounding 
towards her more and more, stir up her heart to greater 
deeds of love to Thee, and to all who need her service. 
And upon all those called to the office of Deaconess in 
Thy Church bestow Thy grace and heavenly benedic- 
tion; enable them to bear each other's burdens, and so 
fulfil the law of Christ. Make them to know and feel 
their oneness in the mystical Body of Thy dear Son, 
so that their fellowship here in works of love may prove 
to them a blessed discipline, and thus prepare them 
at last for the society of Thy redeemed in heaven; 
through Jesus Christ our most blessed Lord and Sa- 
viour. Amen. 

O God, who in Thy holy Word dost commend above 
all goodly apparel the ornament of a quiet spirit; 
Adorn, we beseech Thee, these Thy servants with the 
meekness and the gentleness of Christ, that in all hu- 
mility and singleness of heart they may run the way of 
Thy Commandments, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

The God of hope fill you with all joy and peace in 
believing, that ye may abound in hope, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 

It is desirable that the Service of the Holy Communion 
should follow, the newly set apart Deaconesses 
communicating.

Let us pray. 

Almighty God, give ear to the prayers which we 
humbly present before Thee; hallow this Altar [or

Hearken evermore to the supplications of Thy house-

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, who hast given 
Thy Son our Saviour Jesus Christ not only to die for 
us but also to be our spiritual food and sustenance in 
the Holy Sacrament of His Body and Blood; Grant 
that the memorial of His death may here be made with 
reverence and godly fear, and the sacrifice of praise 
and thanksgiving be offered with holiness and joy, to 
the honor of Thy glorious Name, the benefit of Thy 
holy Church, and the comfort of souls that shall live 
by feeding upon Him; through the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord, to whom with Thee and the Holy Ghost be 
all honor and glory, world without end.

THIS FORM OP SERVICE IS PROVIDED FOR THE ESPECIAL 

USE OF THE CLERGY WHO MINISTER AMONG 

NON-CHRISTIAN NATIONS. 

Being assembled with the friends at the grave, or in 
any suitable place, the Minister shall say: 

It is of the Lord's mercies that we are not con- 
sumed, because His compassions fail not. They are 
new every morning: great is Thy faithfulness. 

The Lord is my portion, saith my soul; therefore 
will I hope in Him. 

The Lord is good unto them that wait for Him, to 
the soul that seeketh Him. 

It is good that a man should both hope and quietly 
wait for the salvation of the Lord. 

For the Lord will not cast off forever: but though 
He cause grief, yet will He have compassion according 
to the multitude of His mercies. For He doth not 
willingly afflict or grieve the children of men. 

O Lord, Thou hast pleaded the causes of my soul, 
Thou hast redeemed my life. 

O Lord, Thou hast seen my wrong; judge Thou my 
cause. 
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Or the Minister may read 

Job xiv. 1-15. 

Man that is born of woman is of few days, and full 
of trouble. 

He cometh forth like a flower and is cut down: he 
fleeth also as a shadow, and continueth not. 

And dost Thou open Thine eyes upon such an one, 
and bringest me into judgment with thee? 

Who can bring a clean thing out of an unclean? 
not one. 

Seeing his days are determined, the number of his 
months are with Thee, Thou hast appointed his bounds 
that he cannot pass; 

Turn from him, that he may rest, till he shall ac- 
complish, as an hireling, his day. 

For there is hope of a tree, if it be cut down, that 
it will sprout again, and that the tender branch thereof 
will not cease. 

Though the root thereof wax old in the earth, and 
the stock thereof die in the ground; 

Yet through the scent of water it will bud, and 
bring forth boughs like a plant. 

But man dieth, and wasteth away: yea, man giveth 
up the ghost, and where is he? 

As the waters fail from the sea, and the flood de- 
cayeth and drieth up: 

So man lieth down, and riseth not: till the heavens 
be no more, they shall not awake, nor be raised out of 
their sleep. 

O that Thou wouldest hide me in the grave, that 
Thou wouldest keep me secret, until Thy wrath be past, 
that Thou wouldest appoint me a set time, and remem- 
ber me ! 

If a man die, shall he live again? all the days of 
my appointed time will I wait, till my change come. 
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The following passages of Scripture shall then be read: 

As I passed by and beheld your devo tions, I found 
an altar with this inscription, TO THE UNKNOWN 
GOD. Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, Him 
declare I unto you. God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that He is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples, made with hands; 
Neither is worshipped with men's hands, as though 
He needed any thing, seeing He giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things: And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men, for to dwell on all the face of the 
earth, and hath determined the times before appointed, 
and the bounds of their habitation; That they should 
seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after Him, and 
find Him, though He be not far from every one of us : 
For in Him we live, and move, and have our being; 
as certain also of your own poets have said, For we 
are also of His offspring. Forasmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the 
Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven 
by art and man's device. And the times of this ignor- 
ance God overlooked; but now commandeth all men 
everywhere to repent. — Acts xvii. 23-30. 

And I saw the dead, small and great, stand before 
God ; and the books were opened : and another book was 
opened, which is the book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which were written in the 
books, according to their works. — Rev. xx. 12. 

Then shall the King say unto them on His right 
hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the king- 
dom prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world: For I was an hungered, and ye gave me meat: 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink : I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: Naked, and ye clothed me: I was 
sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, and ye came 
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unto me. Then shall the righteous answer Him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we Thee an hungered, and fed Thee? 
or thirsty, and gave Thee drink? When saw we Thee 
a stranger, and took Thee in? or naked, and clothed 
Thee? Or when saw we Thee sick, or in prison, and 
came unto Thee? And the King shall answer and say 
unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me. — St. Matt. xxv. 34-40. 

For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just 
for the unjust, rhat He might bring us to God, being 
put to death in the flesh, but quickened in the Spirit. 
In which also He went and preached unto the spirits 
in prison; Which sometime were disobedient. — 1 St. 
Peter iii. 18-20. 

For, for this cause was the gospel preached also 
to them that are dead, that they might be judged ac- 
cording to men in the flesh, but live according to God 
in the spirit. — 1 St. Peter iv. 6. 

For I tell you, that many prophets and kings have 
desired to see those things which ye see, and have not 
seen them; and to hear those things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them. — St. Luke x. 24. 

God sent His only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through Him. Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that He loved us, and sent 
His Son to be the propitiation for our sins. Beloved, 
if God so loved us, we ought also to love one an- 
other. — 1 St. John iv. 9-11. 

Then shall the Minister pray as follows: 

Almighty God, Creator and Father of all men, in 
whom all live and move and have their being, and 
who lovest all whom Thou hast made though they 
know Thee not; We humbly commend to Thy love our 
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fathers and forefathers and all those who have passed 
out of this world desiring to know Thee. Thou knowest 
all their desires and all their needs and Thou alone 
canst satisfy. Be Thou gracious unto them we pray 
Thee for Thy mercy's sake. Amen. 

O Father of lights, who hast made Thyself known 
in many ways and whose wisdom and knowledge have 
no limits ; We Thy humble servants draw near and pray 
Thee to grant to those whom we love and who knew not 
Thee in this life such light as they are able to receive. 
Thou hast taught us little of the life of those who to 
us seem to sleep, but we believe that all men live unto 
Thee, and that Thou didst send Thy Son into the 
world to be the Light of every man. Give to Thy serv- 
ants, we beseech Thee, that in Thy light they shall see 
light and glorify Thee for Thy great goodness. We 
ask this for the sake of Him through whom alone we 
have received the knowledge of Thee the only true God, 
Thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord.

The Choir, Clergy, Cathedral Chapter, and Bishop, 
being assembled in the appointed places, the fol- 
lowing order shall be observed: 

As the Procession enters the following Psalms shall be 

sung. 

Psalm 122. Lcetatus sum. 

1 was glad when they said unto me : We will go into 
the house of the Lord. 

2 Our feet shall stand in thy gates: O Jerusalem. 

3 Jerusalem is built as a city : that is at unity in 
itself. 

4 For thither the tribes go up, even the tribes of the 
Lord : to testify unto Israel, to give thanks unto the 
Name of the Lord. 

5 For there is the seat of judgment : even the seat 
of the house of David. 

6 O pray for the peace of Jerusalem : they shall 
prosper that love thee. 

7 Peace be within thy walls : and plenteousness 
within thy palaces. 

8 For my brethren and companions' sakes : I will 
wish thee prosperity. 

9 Yea, because of the house of the Lord our God : I 
will seek to do thee good. 

Glory be. 

Psalm 46. Deus noster refugium. 

God is our hope and strength : a very present help 
in trouble. 
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2 Therefore will we not fear, though the earth be 
moved : and though the hills be carried into the midst 
of the sea;

Good people, we are here met in the sight of God, 
to receive, and install in his office, him who has been 
elected and consecrated to the office and dignity of 
Bishop of this Diocesa We ask you to give reverent 
heed to that which we do, and to offer your earnest 
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prayers that the grace of God may be with us in our 
undertaking, and may rest upon him now to be in- 
stalled as our Bishop. 

Let the Letters of Consecration now be read. 

The Chancellor of the Diocese shall then read the 

Letters of Consecration. 

The Dean or Senior Priest, addressing the Bishop, 

shall then say: 

You, the Right Reverend Father in God 



have been duly elected according to the Will 
of God and the Canons of this Church, and duly con- 
secrated to the office and dignity of Bishop of the 

Diocese of . We, representing the Clergy and 

People of this Diocese, do ask of you, in the Name of 
God, your intention and purpose in respect thereof. 

The Bishop shall answer: 

I, , by the Grace of God Bishop of 

this Diocese of , do promise and declare that it 

is my intention and purpose, well and faithfully to 
rule and govern the Church in this Diocese, that I will 
firmly observe the rights and privileges of both Clergy 
and People, and the laws of the State, I will observe 
all the Statutes and Ordinances of this Cathedral 
Church, and, as much as in me lies, will take care that 
they are observed by others, and I will also endeavor 
to promote the welfare and honor of the Diocese and 
this Cathedral Church. So help me God. 

There shall then be space for silent prayer, all kneeling. 

Then shall be said: 

Almighty God, Holy Father, Everlasting Lord, who 
hast appointed every order in the heavenly mansions 
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where angels and archangels ever serve Thee, and who 
didst under the dispensation of the Old Testament or- 
dain Moses Thy Lawgiver, Aaron Thy High Priest, 
and Samuel among such as call upon Thy Name; who 
didst under the New Testament anoint Thy Son Jesus 
Christ with the Holy Ghost that He might be the Great 
High Priest, Chief Pastor, and ruler of Thy people, 
and didst through Him choose the twelve apostles to go 
forth in His Name and power ; look in favor we beseech 

Thee on Thy servant whom Thou hast 

appointed Bishop and Pastor of Thy flock in this place : 
give him grace that he may keep his life without spot 
or harm, and both by word and good example edify 
those over whom Thou hast set him to rule, that he, 
with the flock committed to his charge, may attain to 
everlasting life; through Thy Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

All standing, the Dean or Senior Priest shall then raise 
and conduct the Bishop to the Episcopal Chair and 
place him therein, saying:

representing the Clergy and People of the same, do 
hereby induct, install, and enthrone you the Right 
Reverend , into the real, actual, and cor- 
poral possession of the Bishopric and Cathedral Church 

of , and do place you in the Episcopal Chair, in 

the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, promising for ourselves and the Diocese 
all honor and obedience to your person and office as 
to our Father in God. The Lord preserve thy going 
out and thy coming in henceforth and for evermore.

The Te Deum shall then be sung. 
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After a Hymn the Bishop shall proceed with the Com- 
munion Service.
